Funeral services for William N.| 
Hull, well known throughout the East 
and Middle West as an educator and 
literary man, will be conducted at 2 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon at the 
Brown mortuary. Mr. Hull died at 
noon Friday following a ten-days’ 
sickness from double pneumonia, He 
was 76 years old and leaves a widow, 
four sons and two daughters.
